All this leaves the publisher pretty 


much where he stnrted. But one tiling 
Is clear—while renders, In the long run, 
are the best advertisers, It Is the re- 
view and In some cases, as in this one, 
the serial publication at the outset that 
set them talking. In other words, the 
first rogue of the popular novel Is clue 
apparently to the man who reviews It.

the west. For years Death valley bus' 
been spoken of as a place full of dread 
and mystery. 
Now scientists tell us 


that it is nothing more or less than a 
great natural drug storehouse, which 
fact, after all, is highly interesting in . 
itself. 


There have been volumes written 


about this famous feature of Califor- 
nia, 
but for the most part the writers 


have betrayed either a woeful igno- 
rance or a willful perversion of facts, 
for most of what has been written is 
certainly far from true. Some authors 
have said that the sands of tlie valley 
are sparkling with grains of gold and 
that nuggets of fabulous size are to 
be picked up at frequent intervals, but 
that the heat, the deadly vapors of the 
valley and other unpleasant features 
make it almost sure death to ^eutUl>o 
in. 


This sounds romantic enough, but 


the trouble is tluit it is too romantic to 
be tru<\ It cannot b*' denied tbat there 
is plenty of heat in. the valley and that 
the air is moi-o or loss heavy with the 
chemical vapors from the vast mineral 
hods thai abound there. Nor is it to 
be gainsaid that pure water must ho 
brought many miles.

full nna overflowing, and the waste 
waters flowing into a depression near 
by have formed a lake several acres in 
circumference.

Judge Bartlett ot Georgia, one of th* 
ending Derao'rnts of the present con 
Kress, has introduced a bill in the uouso 
:o regulate the trial of cases of con 
tempt of court. 


Bartlctt's bill proposes to divide con- 


tempt cases into two classes— direct 
and Indirect. 


For contempt ot the latter class all 


persona thus charged have the right of 
trial by jury, wliich, under existing 
law, 
Is denied, \vhlle for direct con- 


lernpt the court may punish the offend- 
er summarily without written accusa- 
tion, 


Speaking of his bill, .ludge Bartlett 


said: "The purpose of my bill is to 
check as far as possible government by 
injunction and insure the freedom ol 
the press. 


"It is the fashion nowadays for cor- 


porations and combinations, when they 
have trouble with their employees, to 
rush into the courts and obtain sweep- 
ing injunctions, and then, if any of the 
employees violate the spirit of the in- 
junction, they arc hauled into court 
and punished, for contempt. 


"It is neither fair nor just to charge 


a man with contempt of court for an 
act committed outside of the court. 
Vor contempt of this character the par- 
ty or parties should have right of trial 
by jury."

Although the game Is 
frequently played during the summer 
In stretches of open water, the heyday 
of the sport comes with cold weather, 
when the tanks in the various large 
athletic clubs throughout the country 
become cmiers of attraction for multi- 
tudes of sportsmen.

The game of water polo has perhaps
